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Do We Wait Another Decade?

I don’t know about you, but 
I'm pretty bored with the Top 
100 records right now. There’s 
not much really new or excit¬ 
ing going on In music lately. 

When The Beatles arc off 
the charts, there doesn’t seem 
to be much happening. The 
real superstars seem to hap¬ 
pen about once every 10 years. 
There was Binaira In the ’40s, 
Elvis in the '50s and The Beat¬ 
les in the ’60s. Guess we’ll 
have to wait until the 70s for 
the next major trend, but I 
sure hate to. 

The Mama’s L Papa’s were 
wise to take a year off to look 


at where they were going. 
They were stale, their music 
was becoming s t a 1 e-sound- 
alike, but they were smart 
enough to realize it. 

There seems to bo a giant 
“happiness” trend. These are 
records (like The Cowsltls) 
that bludgeon the ear with 
happy sounds. They sort of 
say, “you’re gonna be happy 
while you listen to this record 
whether you’re miserable or 
not.” It tires me. It makes a 
record like “By The Time I 
Get To Phoenix” by Houston’s 
Glenn Campbell to act as a 
nostalgic tranquilizer by com¬ 


parison (An excellent example 
of simplicity in writing and 
production). 

The most exciting artists of 
today are either refined Soul 
(Aretha Franklin, Sam & 
Dave, Stevie Wonder), off¬ 
shoots of The Beatles (Bee 
Gees, 'Hie Who, even The 
Monke e s !), or Underground 
(The Doors, Jiml Hendrix Ex¬ 
perience, The Cream). 

I seem to have ended up as 
the voice for the Underground 
around here, but there la a 
very good reason for It. It’s 
where It’s happening. It’s the 
area where no one is afraid to 


try something different. It’s 
where what was uncommerci¬ 
al has become commercial be¬ 
cause y-o u n g people today 
aren’t afraid to try something 
different and this music re- 
• fleets it. Every record doesn’t 
have to Ik* a dance record any¬ 
more. There are a lot of peo¬ 
ple who buy albums today 
just for listening. If there hap¬ 
pens to be a good beat, that’s 
fine, but it is not necessary 
for enjoyment. 

It will take radio quite 
awhile to catch up with this 
trend. That’s because most 
DJ’s are out of touch with this 
generation. They come to 


work, play what’s there, then 
go home and listen to their 
dated record collections (If 
they listen at all.). 

As the new sounds gradual¬ 
ly sneak onto the playlists, 
lliey’II become educated, but 
it will take a long time. We 
need more young blood in ra¬ 
dio or some hlpper old blood. 

Somewhere out (here, the 
next superstar is developing. 
You can bet that it’s a male 
or group of males. Why? Be¬ 
cause superstars always seem 
to have some sort of intuitive 
genius for doing exactly I he 
right thing at Ihe right mo¬ 
ment and I believe genius is a 
masculine* trait. 

Theresa re competent female 
singers, actresses and danc¬ 
ers, but I here has never been 
a truly greal female compos¬ 
er, writer, musician or painter 
in the history of the world. 
The closest Ihe female has 
ever come to genius was 
Madame Curie. If you can 
think of any others, please 
write to me and I’ll print 
them. 

Back to the subject. The 
next superstar is out there 
somewhere and I wish he (or 
they) would hurry up. I hate 
to wait until Ihe 70s.
